Embassabor Paucefote retained a copy 


of the treaty lor the British government 
Another copy was sent to the senate 
about 3 o'clock this afternoon, accom 
panied by a letter from the president 
recommending its ratification 


The Treaty'* Condition*, 


Unlike the Venezuelan agreement the 


treaty mast be submitted to the senate for 
approval which will probably be done 
within a few dttya. 
It can be stated that 


ample provision is made to guard against 
the failure of arbitrators to agree through. 
a tie \ote Provision is made for reference 
to a deciding authority It is learned that 
King Oscar of Sweden IB selected for the 
position 
It was Olney s insistence on 


the absolute necessity of guarding ajainat 
a tie, which caused the del> of the final 
draft of the tre ty 


The treaty runs for five yeais 
Thus 


the S-\eeclisu Icing will be umpire of all 
disputes between the United States and 
Great Britian for that length of time As 
King Oscar is also the final arbiter of tho 
\ enezuelan dispute he thus comes before 
the world as the foremost representative 
of the settlement of nalicnal disputes by 
peac° Instead of by arms 


\ll parties to the treaty are exuberant 


There ia the best of feeling on both sides 
and no petty advantages have been taken 


Two great nations have struck hands in 
the cause of peace, find in this spirit the 
treaty has been signed 


The Alaskan boundary dispute will not 


come before the general arbitration tribu 
nal, as has been expected No specific 
reference is made to the subject in the 
treaty but it is confidently stated that this 
matter will be settled separately as the 
result of negotiations now m progress 


By removing the Alaska controversy 


from tho list of subjects for the arbitra 
tion court Secretary Olney disarmed a 
formidable opposition to the treaty which 
was developing among senators from the 
north and west This improves the pros 
pect of the senate's ratification 


The consummation of the Venezuelan 


and general arbitration agreements is con 
sidered In ofiicial circles a most "ventful 
achievement The scope of the general 
arbitration treaty is very wide the pur 
pose being to cover all (subjects liable to 
arise to disturb the relations between the 
two countries 


Aside from the consumation of the 


agreement it has been an interesting 
feature that all the negotiations were 
carried on in Washington 
Both instru 


ments were signed here. The work has 
been largely between Olney and Paunce 
fote, although the latter was in close com 
nmmcation with the British 
foreign 


office 


When the negotiations halted and 


seemed m danger of failure through a 
misunderstanding of some detail Paunce 
fote -went to London and had an extended 
conference with Salisbury 
He returned 


to continue matters to a successful termi 
nation 


Persons Intimately familiar with the 


story of the detail of the negotiations say 
the parties were inspired at all times with 
a purpose to bring the two great nations 
together 
^Vith that end in view there 


has been a complete absence of sharp 
fencing incident to the lesser accomplish- 
ments of diplomacy

hailed with satisfaction

Mrs McCloud went to the village Fri- 


day afternoon «nd after making several 
purchases started for home about 7.30 
o'clock. She was known to have cashed 
a check for $10, and the fact that there 
was only a few cents m her clothing: waen 
the body was fouud, made the theory ot 
robbery the probable motive of the nmr- 
der.

RUSSIA'S POLICY REGARDING TURKE1

Austrian minister of foreign affairs 
will arrive in Berlin on January 17 , 
The ostensible object of his coming U 
to take part in a meeting of the mem 
bers of the German order of the Red 
Eagle, but it is known that the pur 
pose of his visit is to confer with the 
emperor and Prince Hohenlohe, the im. 
perial chancellor, upon matters affect 
ing tbe position of Austria in the drei- 
bund. The radical changes in the ar- 
tillery arm of the German, military aer 
vice, which it is the intention of th« 
government to effect if the assent ol 
the reichstag to the proposals for thai 
purpose can be obtained, will necessl1 
tate the pursuit of a similar policy in 
the army of Austro-IIungary involving 
an estimated expenditure of at leasl 
80,000,000 florins. If as tho result of 
the conference of the emperor, Count 
Goluchowski and Prince Ilohenlohe 
tho kaiser should adpis^siinultuneous 
reforms in the armiei of the powers

The gov- 
ernment must either undertake a per- 
sistent and wholesale system of prose- 
cutions, or submit, to seeing- the act be- 
come a dead letter. The

ment is undoubtedly reluctant to act. 
Probably the issue of this legislative 
mistake, which is now recognized by 
the moderates of the agrarian party as
